The impression Is very general t hat the periodical

"strike*'' In the roai uilniujr districts of our State
are necessitated br tite unreasonably low scale of
wanes which operators are willing to pay for miner*'
worr; nut tnis idea, we are saunned, attcr carwm
Investigation, is utterly at variance with facrs. As
a class we believe the miners to i>e tuc best paid
operatives in the country, nifciiy receiving higher
wages titan are generally earned by artists or professionalmen. Wo have recently examined several
nay rolls of miners employed In tho collieries near
Har.elton, in ttils State, which are run on full tluio,
and we mid from these authentic documents that
the lowest amount of iia.r rqectved by
any miner was slxiy-flv« dollars per month,
or $780 per annum; while some ruu up &» high as
|/0l per month, <>r $3,1H2 per unnnm. These sin.piefacts, bared of all rhetorical flourish, show that the
mlnrtrs have no real cause for strike* on the (rrouud
of lusufllclent wages, aud that tho oriiuui which the
halr-braiticd mends of the "poor working man"
seek to at tach to the operator properly belongs to the
miners, whose Insatiable rapacity nothing can satisfy.For the ten years Immediately precedtug the rebellioncoal mining was notoriously unprofitable and
many fortunes have been sunk iu vain attempts
to work the mines wltnoul loss. Many wore of necessityabandoned, nntil the supply was barely sumclentto satisfy the absolute wants of the country
and prices were oppressively high by the tirna it
reached the hands of consumers. The same results
will again follow If some stringent, legal mc.isures
l>6 not taken, wjiloh. while proiuctlun the rights
of operators and miners allktf, will effectually
check the vagaries of trraunlcal orgauiJstlons which
seek to coutrol the labor movement as well as the
market value of an essential publlo commodity. The
demand* of the miners arc simply preposterous. They
claim the privilege not only of striking for an advanceof wages individually, which right the operatorswill freely allow them, but of combining their
forces with a view to prevent other miuera front
working, save on terms dictated by tiiemselves. They
xftftk to decide tlie urlce at which the nroduct shall
resold: to present regulations for fhe kiiiim; to
claim an Intercut in tliem; to decide upon the employmentor rejection of an applicant for work, with
other stipulations equally extravagant, au<l which
can only be treated with contempt. The moment
the operator surrender* la those despots tbelr will
and very whims become law. < omi>inatlou« of capitalagainst labor, or labor against capital, are equally
unjust and oppressive; but the latter, for obvious
reasons, are more fraught with danger to tho public
interests, mid all attempts of this nature, in the absenceof restrictive laws on the subject, should be
vlailed by the combined force oi public opinion.
